The inventions in this relationship are distinct if either or 
both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process or apparatus as claimed is not 
an obvious process or apparatus for making the product and the process or apparatus 
can be used for making a materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed

806.05(g)). In this case, other and materially different processes and apparatus— ie, 
ones that would not require steps or means to collapse the moat, can make the 
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substrate. In truth, the substrate can be formed by laminating the desired components 
together, the moat component already being formed of a material of the desired density 
prior to the lamination and one which would need no compressing. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
